[Concluded.] 
N or was it m uch better in L atin . 
Cicero would have sw orn bigger oath s 
th an he ever hurled at a Gata line, and 
H orace have drank him self drunker 
upon old Talerieii, could they h ave 
heard us m akin g their good Latin into 
bad 
English. 
Even 
Socrates, 
th e 
“ childlike ami bland,” would h ave 
been provoked to profanity, (and e v e ry 
elassieal student Knows that In* could 
not swear), could he h ave heurd our 
version of liis fam ous set to w ith the 
sophists. 
The bringing out of the 
beauties o f the classics depends v e ry 
m uch w ho renders them into E n glish. 
Pope’s translation of the llliail bears 
about as pinch resem blance to the 
t rauslations m ade by the average col­ 
lege student, as one o f H ooka J im ’s 
speeches does to G overnor Booth’s. 
T here are no doubt m an y beautiful 
passages both in the prose and poetry 
o f the classic authors, but they derive 
a t least h alf th eir charm s from th e 
consideration of the tim e and circum ­ 
stances in w hich they were produced. 
The author of our day w ho should 
produce a poem of equal m erit to the 
very best of these ancient productions, 
would neither m ake fam e nor fortune 
o u t of it. 
T he poetry o f the ancients deals 
alm ost w holly w ith external and m a­ 
terial subjects. 
There is 110 delvin g 
into the caverns of the soul; 110 roam ­ 
ing on the shoreless sea of spiritual 
life. 
H om er’s I Iliad, the best o f all 
ancient poetry, is inferior to M ilton’s 
Paradise Lost, or Longfellow ’s E v a n ­ 
geline. 
The dram as of Esehylus and 
Sophocles, fall im m easurebly below 
th e tragedies o f Shakspeare and the 
com edies of M olere. 
It is claim ed th at this long course of 
train in g in classical studies, is neces­ 
sary to give us com m and of language, 
and facility in expressing our ideas. 
W hat the student needs above all 
other things in the scholastic period, 
is a training in the form ation o f the 
habits of thought j and m ethods of 
study th at lie can carry w ith him 
w hen he leaves his college halls, and 
enters th at great school of life the busy 
world. 
A course of training in the ancient 
classics, as we have seen, gives him 
but m eager food for thought, and tin* 
m ethods of study that it fosters arc 
worthless, when applied to the acqui­ 
sition ofg knowledge in other forms. 
T he garnering up of words in m em ory 
is of little value, and it is im m aterial 
i 1 w hat w ay th ey are coupled togctli- 
ir, if they are em pty of thought. 
W ords are the vehicles in w hich wo 
carry our thoughts to m arket, w hen 
we have an y to carry. 
W hat would he thought of that ag­ 
riculturist who would charter a long 
train of freight cars to carry to m ar­ 
ket the products of a fifty-acre garden 
patch? 
Y et th is is very sim ilar to 
w hat this traditional system actually 
does. 
It invests six years out of seven 
in preparing vehicles to carry th e 
thoughts evolved in the rem aining 
year. 
The p revailin g error of all sys­ 
tem s of education is the train in g of 
th e student to rin g changes upon the 
thoughts of others instead of teaching 
him to evolve thoughts of his own. 
There is a wonderful proclivity in the 
present age to accept the “ sign o f an 
id e a ” for the idea itself, and to m is­ 
take the sym bols of thought for the 
thing signified. 
W ords, as I have 
said, are the vehicles o f thought; but 
in this golden age of talk there seem s 
‘ to be a grow ing propensity to run 
em pty trains o f these vehicles over 
our central railroads sim ply to m ake a 
show ing of business and hereby run 
up the price of our m ental stocks. 
Sesquipidalian derivitiVcB 
are 
as 
plentiful as in the days of Horace, and 
m ay be had for the asking, from W eb ­ 
ster’s or W orcester’s verbal arsenals. 
But for all that, it is exceedingly 
doubtful w hether a shot from these 
long range rides of the dictionaries, 
w ill w ing an error or bring dow n a 
usory so expeditiously and so effectUr 
ally, as a slug from a Saxon blunder­ 
buss. 
l ’cnury of thought and (xiverly of 
power derive 110 more ettfcacy from 
words that run than from words that 
creep. 
The modern novel and the 
modern newspaper have done m uch 
toward h u rryin g the soul out o f our 
m any syllabled L atin 
derivations. 
Fitz Gharles A ugustus, the lackadaisi­ 
cal hero of latter day fiction, never 
discloses the love that is plavin g the 
m ischief w ith his be-scented and be­ 
dizened anatom y in blunt Saxon, but 
drowls it out In m elHffluoas p o lysyl­ 
labic derivations, and the modern edi­ 
tor llres w hole volleys of 100-pound 
Parrott shells of invective, to bring 
down some buzzing musquito o f an 
opponent,or he einp loysthe vocabulary 
of all 
its high-sounding lachrym ose 
expressions 
in 
m ourning over the 
death of liberty and the dow nfall of 
the republic, because forsooth, his fa­ 
vorite candidate for tow n constable 
lias m et an inglorious defeat a t the 
hands of a corrupt populace. 
•" Earnestness, w hether in love or hate, 
never seeks expression in sm oothly- 
flow ing derivatives, hut alw ays bursts 
out in plain Saxon 
prim itives. 
1 
doubt w hether w e gain very m uch 
either in ethics or philology by this 
habit of aesthetical word piling, that 
«•alls a lie a deliberate dereliction from 
the undeviatin g paths of moral recti­ 
tude, that m odifies theft into a heredi­ 
tary 
propensity 
to 
peculation and 
m ildly stigm atizes a sham eful fraud as 
an undue earnestness for illegitim ate 
speculation. 
I believe th at it would 
he safer for our m orals, if not for our 
heads, to call a lie a lie, fraud, fraud, 
and theft, theft. 
B u t to escape from 
(Ids dangerous ground. 
U ndoubtedly 
so much of the study 
of language, 
and in such forms as are necessary to 
its intelligent use. is demanded in edu­ 
cation; but I confidently believe that 
one years’ careful study under a com ­ 
petent teacher of the best E nglish 


classics, would give n student a better 
com m and of language, more varieties 
of expression, and a more pleasing 
style o f com position, than six years 
spent in bushw hacking the old Greeks 
and Romans w ith gram m ars and le x i­ 
cons. 
I doubt w hether there are very 
m any 
am ong 
our 
best, 
classical 
scholars who can alw ays recognize a 
derivation at first sight as an old Latin 
acquaintance. 
I im agine that m any 
of them are in the sam e fix as m yself; 
forced to seek 1111 introduction to these 
form er guests through 
our 
m utual 
friend W ebster. 
Nor is this to be wondered at. 
I11 
passing from L atin 
to E n glish the 
words have assum ed so m any dis­ 
guises, by reason of prefixes and suf­ 
fixes, dialectic forms, and orthographic 
changes that their very fathers (if t hey 
ever had any) would not be able to 
recognize them . 
The E nglish lan­ 
guage is descended 
from 
the A n ­ 
glo-Saxon, and not from the Latin. 
W ith all its m ixtu re of foreign e le ­ 
ments it is still a Teutonic language. 
Its nearest blood relations are the 
G erm an and the Erench. 
Then, w h y 
not spend a portion of the six years 
w e throw aw ay in conjuring up the 
ghosts of the dead languages in cu lti­ 
vating our liv in g relatives— the mod­ 
ern tongues. 
It would be a rather dif­ 
ficult surgical operation to put a soul 
under the “ ribs of death ” — it is just 
about as difiieult a lin guistic feat to 
put a spirit into the skeleton of the 
dead languages. 
Our grief over the 
deatli of Adam is very much assuaged 
by the lapse o f tim e since Ids dem ise ; 
so are the em otions called forth by the 
trials of pious Eneias, the death of 
A chilles, who seemeud not to have 
been “ heeled ” w hen he m et tin* Tro­ 
jan sports. A How o f sym pathy which 
is being continually checked by re­ 
course to a lexicon to find words to 
express it in, w ill soon dry up. 
It 
m ay be that m y feelings are rather 
perverse ; for 1 m ust confess that the 
crooked liieroglyphies th at m ake up 
the G reek alphabet have caused me 
more poignant sorrow than ever did 
the tears of N iobe or the griefs of A n ­ 
tigone. 
A ll this m ay seem to you a 
little foreign to the subject; but w hat 
I am drivin g at is th is: The diluted 
knowledge of the classics that we get 
in a collegiate course is so divorced 
from a ll feeling, by our dilliculties in 
rendering it into in telligible English, 
that it never has an y effect in the for­ 
m ation of our style. 
To read w ith 
profit a book in aiiy language w e must 
be able to g iv e our w hole attention to 
the ideas w hich it iiuparts; w ithout 
being em barrassed by want ol fam iliar­ 
ity w ith the m achinery through w hich 
they are conveyed. 
These ideas w ill 
certain ly not lie very viv id ly im ­ 
pressed upon our m inds or vita lly af­ 
fect our styles of expression if every 
sentence brings us a new necessity to 
turn over our lexicons, or to guess at 
its probable inclining by experim ent­ 
in g upon it w ith the rules of syn tax. 
The study o f L atin and G reek be­ 
com es necessary from the im portant 
part th ey till in the structure of our 
language. 
H ence 
we 
must study 
these languages to understand E n g­ 
lish. 
W ould it not be w ell to study 
E nglish for the sake of understanding 
E nglish. 
T h e base upon w hich our 
language is reared, is A nglo-Saxon, 
and so is the greater part of the m ate­ 
rial used in the structure itself1 
Of 
the one hundred and fourteen thou­ 
sand words that m ake up our vocabu­ 
lary over fifty per cent, of them are of 
Saxon 
origin. 
T h e 
m ost 
profuse 
am ong our best authors, in alt th eir 
works, never use 
over ten 
thou­ 
sand different words. 
Counting the 
words as they stand upon the pages of 
tlie writers, and not as th ey would bo 
if arranged in a dictionary. 
It w ill lie 
found that the words used by all the 
different authors upon a ll the different 
subjects treated of, w ill range from 
six ty to n in ety per cent, of Saxon 
origin. 
I)r. Johnson was fam ous for using 
Latinised derivations in his w ritings, 
y e t even he used from six ty to seventy 
per cent, of Saxon words. 
For clearness of diction, smoothness 
o f style, beauty o f im agery, and rich­ 
ness o f expression, there are few pieces 
o f com position, ancient or modern, sa­ 
cred or profane, com parable to some of 
the chapters of the Rook of Job. 
Y e t 
as these com e to us in the E nglish ver­ 
sions of the B ible, th ey are w ritten al­ 
m ost entirely in Saxon. 
If w e are com pelled to study the lan­ 
guage of the old Greeks and Rom ans, 
because som e of tlieir gibberish 
is 
m ixed w ith ours, w h y not study the 
old Saxon before it was m ixed. 
I f we 
study 
the 
Classics out o f 
respect 
to the 
bards and philosophers 
of 
G reece and Rom e, w h y not study the 
Saxon out o f respect o f our ancestors 
w ho caved in the head o f som e of these 
old Rom ans, and did a fine stroke of 
business in a piratical w ay besides. 
The verse of Cadm on, the prose o f the 
Saxon Chronicles, and the poetical 
w orks of Robert of Gloucester, m ight 
furnish interesting reading to m any of 
tlie rising generation, and probably in 
crease their reverence for tlieir ances­ 
tors, that is, if any of them could trace 
unbroken line of kinship back to these 
fine old E n glish gentlem en. 
W ithout 
a Lexicon, the old Saxon is about as 
in telligib le to thestudent as old Greek. 
H e would secure the sam e am ount of 
m ental gym nastics in the one as in 
the other. 
W h ilst the Saxon would 
be his m other, or rather his great 
grand m other's tongue, and the Greek, 
u tongue neither his m other nor great 
grand m other ever used. To the youth 
w ith abundance of leisure and am ple 
m eans to continue his study of the 
L atin and G reek after he leaves col­ 
lege, the traditional course would be 
inviiluable as a beginning to the study, 
but it would he only as a beginning; it 
w ould take long years of study to ren­ 
der these languages so fam iliar th at 
he would be able to 
read them as 
readily as he does his own. 
To the 
m an of letters w ho (aspires to tlie 
h igh er w alks of literature, a know ­ 
ledge of the Classics is necessary. 
To 
the great m ass o f A m erican youths 
who graduate from our colleges and 
who are com pelled by necessity to win 
th eir own w ay, and fight their own 
battles in life, th e tim e spent upon 
these studies is sim ply throw n aw ay. 
To th e boys and girls of our h igh 
schools and 
aeadaniies, who for a 
year or two are haunted by the ghost 
o f tli old G reeks and Rom ans in the 
horrid shapes of gram m ar and readers, 
the sm attering that th ey get from 
these studies, often becomes in after 
life a sort of ignis fatuus or will-o-the- 
wisp, tliat m any tim es entices them 
into the sloughs and quagm ires of con­ 
cert and assum ption. 
F ailin g then us preparation for the 


subsequent struggles and conflicts of 
life, inferior to th e physical science as 
a m ental discipline, possessing 110 piy- 
cniinence over m odern literature in 
beauty or diction, or depth of thought, 
there are yet m ore potent and unan­ 
sw erable objections to the traditional 
system of m ental culture. 
Tlie 
mind 
bears 
the 
impress 
through 
life 
of 
the 
character 
ot 
tlie 
know ledge 
it acquires during 
Uie 
scholastic' period. 
Its mental 
habits are then formed its intellectual 
iiasis 
then 
given . 
T h is 
constant 
dw elling am ong and continual con­ 
tem plations of the thin gs of tin* far 
past, w hich is the necessary concom it­ 
ant of the traditional system alienates 
the m ind from all interest in and 
sym pathy 
w ith the 
thin gs of the 
present. 
It begets a spirits of intoler­ 
ance to all reform, and engenders a 
feeling of hatred to all progress. 
It 
teaches to bow w ith unquestioning 
subm ission to authorities, and obey 
with servile h u m ility the dicta of 
leaders and the dogm a of creed. It wor­ 
ships w ith the oriental reverence the' 
falsehoods of the past, hut spurns w ith 
contem pt the truths of the present. 
It wastes the se ed tim e o f life ill the 
trivialities of conjugation and para­ 
digm , and debauches the minds of 
youth w ith silly fables, and the inde­ 
cent am ours of heathen gods. It grows 
learnedly critical over a G reek ode, 
but passes unheeded that grand epic 
w ritten by the ringer of God upon the 
strata of the earth. 
Tlie hitterest\ foes to the scientific 
discovery, and the most unrelenting 
enem ies to the freedom o f thought in 
the centuries th at are past, were to be 
found am ong the schoolm en of tlie 
universities and the m onasteries, and 
to-day the most obstinate opponents 
to every truth in the world o f mind 
and m atter, are the narrow minded 
conservatives am ong the college bred 
men in our pulpits, 011 our rostrums, 
behind th e teachers desk, and upon 
the editorial tripod. 
These are the 
worshippers of the tilings past, the 
prophets o f evil for thin gs to come. 
To them the charnel house of antiq­ 
uity holds all th at is good, all that is 
true, all that is beautiful. 
The pres­ 
ent is anathem a uiunatha, tlie abom ­ 
ination o f desolation spoken of by tlie 
prophet. Ob! the sighs and the groans 
of these good m ortals over the degen­ 
eracy of the tim es, over the w icked­ 
ness of the world, over the sins of fall­ 
en hum anity. 
To listen to their sad 
refrain you would lie led to believe 
that in the good old days, tlie brave 
old days, all men were saints and all 
women angels; you w ould really lie 
lead to believe th at the vices had made 
tv m eal of all the virtues, and like poor 
O liver T w ist were still cryin g 
for 
more/ The world is far from being as 
good as it m ight— as it w ill be let us 
hope. 
But for all its wickedness, it is 
hardly yet in the trausision period 
from perfection'to pandem onium . 


I sincerely reverence all that isgood, 
all th at is true in the past, hut I dis­ 
like to l>c told that the men and the 
women of to-day, are m erely playin g 
the part o f puppet or villain upon the 
world’s stage, in a dram a of Doom. 
It is well to tell the world of its sins 
and wickedness, hut to tell that it is 
all sin, all wickedness is the readiest 
way to m ake it so. 
1 would have no objection to these 
dear old conservatives, or young ones 
either, 
at 
groaning 
as 
m uch 
as th ey like if they enjoy it, and it 
m akes them happy; hut I do object to 
their continually 
w h istlin g “ down 
breaks” on the car of Progress, sim ply 
for fear th at the noisy tilin g m ay run 
over som ebody’s belief, or collide w ith 
som ebody's prejudices th at he m is­ 
takes for principles. 
These rantitug 
reformers and pryin g men of Science 
who w ill suggest im provem ents, and 
m ake discoveries th at shake our faith 
in the in fallib ility of our hereditary 
opinions, severely task our powers of 
forbearance, (I 
som etim es join the 
conservatives w hen Í w ant to e n jo y a 
groan.) 
It is a great p ity that the 
19th century has grow n so squeam ish 
about cuuterezing for opinions sake. 
If w e could on ly bring out the old 
gridiron o f St. Law rence, and roast 
the heresy out of a few of those pes­ 
tilen tial fellows, who are forever k ick ­ 
ing ever our hereditary opinions and 
beliefs, w hat an exam ple it would lie 
to the rest of them to let us alone. 1 
believe that all our troubles began 
w ith tlie assertion tliut “ tlie world 
m oves.” 
If w e could on ly get that 
heresy out of peoples heads, all would 
he lik e it was in the happy days of tlie 
Past. 
It is a source o f unfailing re­ 
gret tou s that those dear old cardinal’s 
who brought G allileo to his knees, for 
asserting that the earth is a huge ter- 
resteral top, forever spinning around 
in space, did not instead stand tlie old 
rascal in the fire until the brassy im ­ 
perii nance m elted out of him. 
If the 
law s of prim ogeniture and entail could 
only be made, as binding in tlie be­ 
queathing of B eliefs and Opinions, as 
they are in Real Estate, tlion it would 
be possible to inherit so m any acres of 
Creed, so m any square rods of Prin ci­ 
ples, so m any lin ks (broken ones) of 
knowledge. 
If we could ouly reach in 
the m ental and 
m oral world this 
fixiety o f things, then It would be pos­ 
sible to take the altitude of integrity 
by triangulation, and to extract the 
cube root of virtue. Then if a congress­ 
men or a senator should forget his 
honesty and leave it at honu>, as they 
some tim es do, we could express it to 
him at W ashington in a bundle, as 
we w ould his um brella. 
But this liiil- 
lenium of F ix ie ty w ill 
never dawn 
upon 11s while these p ryin g Scientists 
are allowed to m ake, and prom ulgate 
their discoveries. 
The sequel to all this is, th at for a 
steady 
m ental and m oral diet, the 
tilings o f Far Past are not the most 
nutritious or healthy. 
H avin g dispensed w ith the classical 
curriculum of the colleges and leaving 
Greek and Latin to lie studied as the 
Sanscrit, the C haldaic and other dead 
languages, are by the curious in P hi­ 
lology, w hat would I substitute in its 
place? 
A thorugh course of train in g 
in the elem ents of the Sciences ami 
E nglish Literature, w ith the study of 
at least tw o of the modern languages 
the first thing in the course I would 
place them last. 
Instead of disgust­ 
ing a student w ith all study by com ­ 
pelling him to begin his course w ith 
com m itting to m em ory endless rules, 
conjugation, declensions, and para­ 
digms, I would delight him w ith it by 
teaching him to an alyze the proper­ 
ties of such fam iliar form s of N ature 
as plants^ 
anim als, 
and 
m inerals. 
Instead ot expatriatin g him to tlie an­ 
cient world of Greece 
and Rome, 1 
would introduce him to m ore intim ate 


relations 
and sym pathy 
w ith 
the 
world in w hich he lives. 
Instead of a single term of instruc­ 
tion in 
C hem istry, 
consisting o f a 
course of d ry lectures, illustrated by a 
few experim ents, I 
woupi have 
at 
least a year w ith actual experim ents, 
performed by the student him self in 
tin* labratory. 
Instead 
of 
glean in g 
a 
m eagre 
know ledge of literature by spelling out 
a few pages of the ancient classics, in 
the original, 1 would open to him the 
richest 
treasures 
of 
A n cien t and 
Modern 
L iterature 
I11 
Ids 
m oth­ 
er 
tongue, 
w ith 
a 
know ledge 
of 
the 
classics 
o f 
his 
owo 
tongue 
together 
w ith those of the G erm an 
and the French, it is hardly probable 
that m any o f his ideas w ould perish 
for w ant o f suitable garm ents to clothe 
them in. 
Considering the pre-em i­ 
nent value of science to our modern 
civilization it seem s passing strange, 
and 
alm ost 
unaccountable 
tliat it 
should fill so subordinate a place in 
w hat is called a liberal education. 
T ake aw ay all know ledge of the 
physical sciences, and you would des­ 
troy one o f tlie m ain pillars* 
upon 
w hich our m odern civilization rests. 
T ake aw ay all know ledge of physical 
science and Lord M acC uulay’s figur­ 
ative New Zealander, standing 011 a 
broken arch of the London bridge, 
m oralizing over the ruins o f tliat great 
city, would become an actuality in less 
than h alf a century. 
The on ly blem ­ 
ish to tlie truthfulness of the figure, 
would lie in finding m eans to trans­ 
port the savage to the scenes of his 
m oral cogitations. 
T ak e aw ay all know elcdge o f p h y­ 
sical science, 
if possible, and 
you 
would start every enlightened nation 
011 the down grade to barbarism . 
L eave science, but take aw ay all 
know ledge o f the language of Greece 
and Rome, and still literature could 
utter her thoughts, com m erce expand 
her sails, agriculture push her plow, 
art p ly her pencil, poetry w eave her 
im ages, and religion breathe her pray­ 
ers to God.

Let us Preserve our History. 


The history of Los Angeles, from its 
early settlement by the Jesuits to the 
present tlay, would fill a large quarto 
volume,and ifproperly written by some 
person competent to undertake the 
task, would be extremely interesting 
reading. 
Its romance and stirring 
epocs, the legends and traditions of its 
early history, its capture from the 
Mexicans by the American troops, and 
its frequent scenes of carnage and vio­ 
lence since, m ight all be interwoven 
with most powerful dram atic effect 
without impairing its historic faith­ 
fulness, or doing injustice to the mem­ 
ory of the characters of whom it 
must necessarily speak. 
In this con­ 
nection there are two facts which can­ 
not l>e denied: first, there is an urgent 
and frequent inquiry on the part of 
new citizens and visitors for re­ 
liable 
information 
pertaining 
to 
our early history, and second, that 
such history has never been written. 
The links which at present are in­ 
tact and which connect us with the 
most interesting periods of our his­ 
tory will soon be broken. In a few 
years, Don Pio Pico, Don Juan W ar­ 
ner, Don Juan Forster, F. P. F. Tem­ 
ple and the few other “oldest inhabit­ 
ants” will have followed Don Abel 
Stearns and other intelligent early 
settlers to their long homes, and the 
golden opportunity which now re­ 
mains to us of collecting reliable data 
for a history of Los Angeles, will have 
been forever lost. 
Immediate and 
active measures 
ought to be taken, either through the 
medium of a Geographical Society, or 
by the assumption of the duty by the 
Chamber of Commerce, for the colla­ 
tion of all available data pertaining to 
our history, with a view to its publica­ 
tion in book form just as soon as suffi­ 
cient reliable information is obtained 
to^warrant it. 
There are doubtless many citizens 
throughout the county who might, if 
they felt inclined, contribute each an 
interesting chapter or page to such a 
work, and to all such we will say that 
the columns of the H r r a l d are at all 
times open, and one or more copies of 
the paper containing their productions 
shall be placed at the disposal of any 
organization which will assume the 
management of the matter, or placed 
on tile in the Historical Department of 
our Public Library. But a m atter of 
such vast importance ought not to be 
left entirely to the inclination and 
caprice of those who hold the keys to 
the history of the past. Most of these 
gentlemen are far advanced in years, 
and would lUUCli 'prefer tilling their 
’itory uhder the shade of their hospita­ 
ble corridors to writing it themselve s 
It is a truthful if homely adage th at 
“W hat is everybody’s business is no­ 
body’s.” 
Home competent person, who knows 
something of 
our history himself 
should be employed and paid for the 
labor of collecting the facts for the 
work we have suggested.

Soon after the work of distribution 
had commenced, it was ascertained 
that the Piutes and Goshoots had al­ 
lied and were about to engage in a gen­ 
eral fight against tlie Shoshones. The 
troubles are ignited partially on ac­ 
count of the distribution, and partly 
on account of former troubles. The 
Indian interpreter however ascertain­ 
ed the condition of affairs, and a sep­ 
aration 
of the tribes made. 
A 
re-distribution had to be resorted to in 
order to restore good feeling. 
To­ 
night the chiefs of all the tribes met 
in tlie Sheriff’s office to discuss the 
reservation question. The chief of the 
Piutes Naches, refused to participate 
in the council and withdrew. The 
Shoshones, however, agreed to send 
two delegates to look at the reserva­ 
tion at Fort Hill, Montana, and if suit­ 
able they will emigrate in the spring.

Senator Maclay, of San Jose, and a 
friend directly from the East are in 
town with the idea of establishing a 
colony near Los Angeles, if they are 
not driven elsewhere, by the high 
prices demanded.

The weather was a 111 tie cloudy in 
the morning and the sky overcast, but 
at 10 o’clock old Sol made up bis mind 
to see the races, and burst out in all 
liis glory. There were not more than 
1,500 people present at the opening, 
inasmuch as the interests of the week 
were not altogether concentrated in 
tiie first day’s racing. There was a 
fair sprinkling of ladies, and great in­ 
terest was manifested in tlie proceed­ 
ings throughout. 
E x h ib itio n »! Stork. 
Mrs. M. R. Pleasant enters five 
Cashniere goats. They are in charge 
of L. E. Pleasant. These goats were 
raised from stock imported into the 
county by Butterfield and Sons. The 
principal buck when sheared last 
spring, yielded 3.1 pounds of fine wool. 
The Pleasants have about HO head of 
cross stock on their ranch. These on 
exhibition are valued at $50 each, but 
there are some in the county of the 
same breed valued as high as$100. F. 
Buscliard lias between 400 and 500 of 
these goats in the county. These of 
Mr. Pleasant’s have been all the time 
feeding with sheep, and have even 
done better than their mates. Hefior 
Poyorena, whose ranch is situated at 
Old Los Nietos, lias about 500 coin- 
111011 gouts, and lias some real valuable 
Cashniere bucks which he is breeding 
in with liis milkers. There are also, 
in other parts of the county, many 
small fiocks of goats which are 
being bred in with the Cashmere, and 
the subject is receiving great attention. 
Home commission merchants in 
New York have been in communica­ 
tion witli the owners of the Cashmere 
stock, and decided that the wool will 
fetch $1 00 per pound there. 
Mr. Pleasant’s rancho is situated 
east of the Santa Ana river, in the 
mountains. 
TIIK BIG BULL 
C. A. Cotlhian’s bull arrived about 
110011. It weighed last year about 1,700 
lbs., and it is said that his weight to­ 
day is 2,200 lbs. It is three years old, 
partially cream colored, one-quarter 
Cheshire and the remainder Durham. 
It was bred in Yuba county, by N. G. 
Sweezy, and raised in this county by 
Mr. Cullman. The bull was brought 
here when four weeks old. He carried 
off the first prize l'or the best bull calf 
at the Northern District Fair, held in 
Yuba in 1H70, ami also took the first 
premium at the State Fair in Sacra­ 
mento in the same year. He is a no­ 
ble looking animal, and attracted gen­ 
eral attention. 
MERINO HHKEP. 
P. Gamier, of this city, exhibits live 
ruins. Two of them are three years 
old. one is two years old, and the re­ 
maining two were imported from 
France, age not mentioned. The prin­ 
cipal and best of these bucks yielded 
45 lbs. of wool. This seems immense, 
but such are the facts, as given to our 
reporter. Mr. Gamier has got about 
450 ewes on liis ranch two years old, 
and 250 lambs raised last year. All of 
these are the produce of the bucks 011 
exhibition. He lias in addition about 
2,000 half-breed sheep. The wool of 
those 011 exhibition is very fine, and 
was universally admired by all the 
visitors. 
J. H. Kirkpatrick, in the entries, best 
ram under two years old; best three 
ewes two years old and over; best 
three ewes under two years old, and 
best ewe of any age or breed.

Mrs. M. R. Pleasants, the saddle 
horse Pirate; also, a graded horse, 
four yearn old.

There are five chick­ 
ens with these hens, two months old. 
The chickens weigli from 3 to 5 lbs. 
He lias some light Durhtiins 011 exhi­ 
bition, of a variety well known 
throughout the county; also, some 
dark Durliams, of a very tine and 
lurge breed. Tliese weigh about 12 lbs. 
The chickens in the same coop weigh 
from 3 to 5 lbs.

His 
Leghorns are of a pure white color, 
with beautiful plumage and are very 
hardy. The hens lay prolittcally and 
their eggs are large, tine and white. 
There ure also 011 exhibition, by the 
same gentleman, Scotch Cochins of 
the llnest quality and breed. They 
also are prolific and constant layers, 
and the breed is very scarce in the 
county. 
His coop of Houdans attracted con­ 
siderable notice. They are a very line 
ornamental breed. Two of those 011 
exhibition came from France, the 
third was raised here. The hens are 
good layers, and the chickens are har­ 
dy and mature early. 
Among the coops is one containing 
the United States Dominique. There 
are two distinct varieties oi this breed.

ANAHEIM. 
Anaheim Nov. 0th, 1873. 
E ditor H erald: There Is little of 
interest to write you from this end of 
the county. The tov^u is dry and dull 
just now, with the business men pur­ 
suing the “even tenor of their way” 
with small sales, and small profits. 
All the improvements were mentioned 
in a former letter, with the omission 
of a singular branch of business—that 
of hauling grapes from I/is Angeles. 
It surprised me, when I saw a prairie 
schooner, drawn by twelve mules, and 
loaded with grapes, which had been 
drawn from within five miles of Los 
Angeles, and I have not yet been able 
to ascertain the.why and wherefore of 
it. It is said that the grapes bring 
better prices here, but why it is so, I 
cannot determine. 
The question of County division still 
bothers the heads of some of the peo­ 
ple here. In fact the discussion runs 
rather high at times. Many, and per­ 
haps the majority, seem to think it 
best not to secede just now, while oth­ 
ers clamor loudly against what they 
call the oppression practiced by Los 
Angeles. 
There seems to be considerable 
travel through here, although the 
stages are not crowded. Livery and 
[ 
irivate conveyances are seen on every 
land, and yesterday the town present­ 
ed a very lively appearance. In time 
Anaheim will be of some importance, 
particularly to health-seekers. The 
purity of its atmosphere, is the prime 
feature, while the hospitality of its 
people, and the excellence of its Hotels, 
will bring it putPonuge when every 
thing else fails.
